Introducing a New Library Catalog! 


On Friday, January 6, the Lake 
County Public Library will be 
launching a new user-friendly 
catalog. It’s easy to use with 
many new features! 


other type of material. With each 
item displayed you are able to 
check the availability to see if it 
is currently checked in and which 
location it can be found. 


With this new catalog you will 
be able to check your own fines 
and fees, keep a personal reading 
history, and save your searches. 
There is even a special catalog 
designed for smartphones. 

When searching for an item, 
you may use the quick library 
search on our homepapge, or you 
may click on the search tab and 
choose from a variety of searches. 
Using the keyword search you can 
search by a variety of fields such 
as title, author, subject, publisher, 
and series. You can also select 
a specific format that you are 
looking for such as a book, DVD, 
audiobook, or e-book. After 
clicking “go” or hitting enter, a list 
of materials that fit your criteria 
will appear at the bottom of the 
page. If available, a picture of the 
cover of the book will appear next 
to each item. Next to the picture 
will be an icon showing whether 
it is a music cd, a book, or any

By clicking on the “My Patron 
Account” tab you can see how 
many items you have checked 
out, whether you have any fines 
or fees, if you have requested any 
books, and any saved searches. 
To log into your account, you will 
need your library card number 
(which is on the front of your 
library card) and your password. 
Once you log in you will also 
be able to update your account 
information, such as a new phone 
number or address.

Every Child Ready to Read 

* Children need to know the words for 
colors, shapes, numbers, and other con¬ 
cepts, Sometimes we assume our chil¬ 
dren simply know these words because 
they have heard them, hut don't take 
this important early literacy skill for 
granted. Take advantage of opportuni¬ 
ties to talk about concept words when¬ 
ever you can—in the car, playing with 
toys, standing in hne at the store, and t 
of course, at the library! 

* Share a simple and short personal 
story about an everyday or rdatable ex¬ 
perience* Then ask yo ur child to share a 
story of her own. After he tells his story ; 
repeat the events in sequence (for exam¬ 
ple, '*Wom What an exciting story* It 
sounds like it started to mow Thmyou 
put on your coat, boots, bat and mit¬ 
tens and went outside to play, Then you 
picked up some of the snow and rolled 
it into balls. Your brother and sister 
helped you make a snowman!'*). Not 
only will repeating your child’s story 
help him or her understand the narra¬ 
tive structure, but also si will make him 
or her fiel listened to and understood.

5. Do some space planning* Observe your yard during different rimes of the day to see 
which areas have sunlight and which have shade. This will help you to figure out which 
plants to put in which spots since some plants need sun and some need shade or even a 
combination of the two; 

6. Scan a community compost bin with your neighbors* Composting helps by greatly 
reducing the amount of garbage you put out each week. For example, Vidd only has 
one bag of garbage a week. She recycles and composts the rest. She says, in order to do 
this, you can put vegetable peels, orange peek, eggshells coffee grounds, black and white 
newspaper (not the ads), etc., into a coffee can you keep in your kitchen. You then take it 
out to a larger compost bin which is turned every two weeks.

tablets. Papyrus is a plant that 
can be made into a writing 
material by pressing the stems 
of rhe plant together. Ancient 
Egyptians guarded the making 
of papyrus as a medium that 
would permit writing to be 
recorded until parchment (made from animal 
skins) replaced it. Paper gradually became the 
writing medium of choice by the rime print¬ 
ing developed in die 1400s. Although it is not 
recorded, I am sure that some people felt the 
printing diminished the beauty and elegance 
of hand copied manuscripts that were re¬ 
placed by type printed books. Printed books 
were cheaper and more readily available to the 
mass population.

Tie big 
boost in free public library service 
came from Andrew Carnegie who 
made his fortune in the American 
steel industry Carnegie provided 
the funds to build 1,700 libraries in 
the United States which were filled 
with hardback boob.

Every Child Ready to Read: 

Reading to Teach Phonological Awareness 

Last month we talked about how important 
shared reading is in helping your child develop the 
skills she needs to learn to read. Reading is one 
of the five practices research shows helps teach 
your child essential early literacy skills. In fact, 
shared, or interactive, reading is the single most 
important activity you can do with your child 
to help him get ready to learn to read. 

Summer at the library is an ideal time to focus even more on 
reading with your child. Each location has many programs and 
prize incentives to encourage reading with your child—and to 
^rnake it lots of fun. The books you share with your child and the 
activities you encourage around books you read together help 
teach important literacy skills. 

Phonological Awareness is one of the six skills research shows 



your child must have in order to learn to read. It is the 
ability to hear and play with the smaller sounds in words. When 
you read to your child, you can teach Phonological Awareness: 

• Share books with animals in them and make the sounds 
they make. Encourage your child to make the sounds, too. 

• Share nursery rhyme books. Your child hears the rhyme 
and rhythm of each rhyme and also hears the more unusual 
words that most nursery rhymes use. 

• Share song books and books that can be sung. In song each 
syllable is usually given its own note, which makes hearing 
each syllable easierfor your child. 

• Share books with rhyming words. Encourage your child to 
anticipate the rhyme. Pick a word in the book and help your 
child think of a word that rhymes with it. 

• Pick a word in the book and think of other words with the 
same starting sound.

• Children need (o have a general knowledge about many things in order to become good readers. It's easier and 
more interesting for all of us to read about things that have some familiarity. Science activities and related reading 
help to build your child's understanding and knowledge of herself and her world. 

Engaging in science activities encourages conceptual thinking. This includes understanding specific con¬ 
cepts—season. shapes, etc., along with the development of strategies to encourage understanding and 
thinking skills. 

• Science activities encourage talking with your child. You ask questions that require more than a one word 
answer. Follow the Scientific Method—ask, predict, experiment, observe, conclude 

What you can do: 

• Go for a walk and encourage your child to observe many things Encourage him to keep a journal or his 
observatione—drawing, writing or scribbling what he sees. Recording observations is also part 
of the scientific method—and it helps your child make the connection betwoen real objects and print.
